Junior’s is off the block. 

The iconic, original Junior’s Res- 
taurant is Downtown to stay after a 
six-month-long flirtation with devel- 
opers eager to take a bite out of the 
prime real estate it sits on at Flatbush 
Avenue Extension and DeKalb Ave- 
nue, owner Alan Rosen said this week. 
Rosen put the 64-year-old family res- 
taurant and bakery up for sale in Feb- 
ruary but announced this week that he 
simply could not part ways with the 
place, even for $45 million. 

“Junior’s is part of Brooklyn’s his- 
tory,” Rosen said just before receiv- 
ing a high-five from a customer show- 
ing her appreciation for his decision 
to stay put. “Junior’s and Brooklyn go 
together.” 

Rosen, a third-generation owner of 
the building and establishment, was 
angling to secure the business a spot 
in whatever tower got built on the site. 
Offers reached as high as $45 million 
but the top bids did not include room 
for a new Junior’s and the two years 
the others would have shuttered it for 
were too long to bear, Rosen said. 

“When push came to shove, I just 
couldn’t do it,” he said. 

Peter Tyson, who has worked at Ju- 
nior’s for 30 years, said he breathed 
a sigh of relief when he heard the 
news. 

“I was disappointed that we could 
have been losing our home,” he 
said. “Now my shoulders are much 
lighter.” 

Robin and Butch Young booked it 
to Junior’s from Crown Heights when 
they heard the news. 

“This is like an icon in Brooklyn,” 
said Robin, who remembers coming 
to Junior’s after her high school grad- 
uation in 1982. “We didn’t want to see 
it go.” 

Another group sitting in a booth next 
to the windows lining Flatbush called

Rosen over to thank him. 

“Hey Mr. Junior’s,” said Ingrid Lock- 
hart. “Today’s my birthday! This is a 
great present.” 

Harry Rosen opened a restaurant 
called Enduro at the corner back in 
1929. After a renovation, he reopened 
as Junior’s on Election Day in 1950. 
His sons ran the place starting in the 
1970s, and Alan, Harry’s grandson, 
took over in the 1990s.

“I bleed orange and white,” Rosen 
said, referring to the eatery’s iconic 
logo. “Or maybe cheesecake.” 
Landmarking Junior’s would make 
it very difficult to tear down and build 
over, but Rosen said he has no interest 
in pursuing the designation. 

“I’m not interested at all in land- 
marking the building,” he said. “Then 
every time I changed a lightbulb I’d 
have to get it approved.”

Mod squad walks off job at Atlantic

Work on the first building in 
the development formerly known 
as Atlantic Yards has stalled amid 
controversy. 

The Swedish construction com- 
pany Skanska halted construction 
last week on the high-rise build- 
ing B2 at the corner of Flatbush 
Avenue and Dean Street, citing 
problems with the tower’s touted 
modular design. But Forest City 
Ratner claims Skanska is to blame 
for schedule and cost overruns and 
sued the builder two weeks ago to 
try forcing it to restart construc- 
tion as it furloughed workers on 
the site and in the Navy Yard fac- 
tory where the units were being 
assembled. The situation is now 
a standoff with no end in sight, 
as Skanska has lodged a coun- 
tersuit demanding $50 million for 
what it claims are the developer’s 
faulty plans. 

Forest City now claims it wants 
to take over the factory that it 
has shared with Skanska and put 
the out-of-work employees back 
in action. 

“We strongly believe as ajoint 
venture, we have an obligation to 
the 157 workers who have lost 
their jobs because of the unau- 


thorized, forced furlough that you, 
as managing member, have im- 
posed on them,” Forest City head 
MaryAnne Gilmartin wrote in a 
letter to Skanska. 

A Skanska honcho griped that 
the takeover offer was a “propa- 
ganda exercise” meant to divert 
discussion of “commercial and 
design issues.” Skanska has so 
far not elaborated on those issues 
beyond a description in the law- 
suit saying that “numerous de- 
sign errors and omissions exist in 
the B2 design, including but not 
limited to, errors and omissions 
affecting the modules, the steel 
frames of the modules, the ver- 
tical alignment of modules in the 
field, the facade panels and their 
alignment, and/or the process of 
handling and assembling modules 
and other components.” 

In its lawsuit, Skanska accuses 
Forest City of “providing a de- 
sign for the B2 project which con- 
tained errors and omissions.” The 
suit also claims the developer did 
not properly set up the modular 
component factory and has not 
proven that it can pay Skanska 
for building. 

The developer pointed the fin- 
ger back at Skanska. 

“Skanska and the personnel it

assigned to this project lacked the 
skill, experience and diligence 
to complete the project in accor- 
dance with the promised sched- 
ule and price,” says Forest City’s 
complaint. 


The developer’s suit also states 
that Skanska agreed to the B2 
plans when it took the job and 
that it is responsible the build- 
ing’s delays and the higher costs 
they caused. 


A Forest City spokeswoman 
addressing a community meet- 
ing on Thursday summed up the 
feud this way: 

“You can read about it,” rep 
Ashley Cotton said. “But it’s lots 


of details about a contractor and 
an owner, in many ways, point- 
ing fingers at each other.” 

Local pols took Forest City’s 
side in the dispute, saying Skanska 
should let the company take over 
the operation to keep the affordable 
housing in the project rising and 
keep the workers working. 

“It is unacceptable that a finan- 
cial dispute has left more than 150 
workers unemployed, jeopardiz- 
ing the economic stability of their 
families and further delaying the 
construction of affordable housing 
units in Fort Greene,” said Bor- 
ough President Adams, Council- 
woman Laurie Cumbo (D-Fort 
Greene), and Councilman Brad 
Lander (D-Park Slope) in a state- 
ment. “The completion of the mod- 
ular apartment tower is vital to 
the working families who have 
waited years for promises to be- 
come a reality. Forest City Ratner 
has proposed reopening the fac- 
tory immediately and assuming re- 
sponsibility to resume operations, 
to keep this job on track and indi- 
viduals employed while the courts 
hear the broader issue.” 

The dispute means there is 
no end in sight to work on the 
32-story, 3 63 -apartment B2, half 
of which is supposed to rent at be-

low-market rates. When ground 
broke on the building in Decem- 
ber 2012, Forest City said it would 
be finished by this August. The 
building currently stands 10 sto- 
ries tall. 

The quarrel could also affect 
the timeline of the larger 16 -tower 
mega-development, which Forest 
City and its Chinese -government- 
owned partner Greenland have 
said will be completed by 2035. 
The latest projected deadline is 
nearly two decades later than For- 
est City’s original claim that it 
would be done by 2016. 

The two companies agreed in 
June to finish all the promised be- 
low-market dwellings by 2025 or 
face fines from the state. 

A Greenland spokesman broke 
the company’s silence on Mon- 
day to deny that the feud will af- 
fect the rest of the project. 

Another building is on track 
for a December ground-break- 
ing, he said. 

Greenland owns a 70 -percent 
stake in the un-built portion of 
the project, but does not have a 
say in what goes on with the Bar- 
clays Center or B2. 

Forest City and Greenland have 
asked the public to refer to the de- 
velopment as “Pacific Park.”

Throwing her voice 

SoundCloud, Kickstarter enable W'burg 
electronic musician's European tour

This musician’s active on- 
line presence is about to trans- 
late into some serious frequent- 
flyer miles. 

Williamsburg electronic-mu- 
sic artist Abigail Press has been 
using the internet music platform 
SoundCloud to put out her mu- 
sic and find collaborators for the 
past four years. Now, thanks to a 
successful Kickstarter fund-rais- 
ing campaign, she isprepping for 
her first tour — across Europe. 
There she plans to meet and per- 
form with some of the far-flung 
instrumentalists she has worked 
closely with but never met face- 
to-face. The whirlwind itinerary 
shows how her online exchanges 
laid the groundwork for playing 
distant stages, Press said. 

“The internet is a real place, 
a place you can explore and 
where you can meet people,” 
she said. 

The tour kicks off on Sept. 


18 and is set to include shows 
in England, the Netherlands, 
Slovakia, and elsewhere. Each 
stop is home to an artist she has 
traded tracks with online. She 
plans to not only meet and per- 
form with her far-flung peers, 
but to team up on some new 
tracks in person. 

Press didn’t arrive at this 
point overnight, but she did get 
here faster than most pre -inter- 
net artists’ wildest dreams. 

Press is a singer whose mu- 
sic layers her atmospheric vo- 
cals over other people’s dreamy 
instrumentation. She finds cre- 
ative partners through the net- 
work of more-and-less profes- 
sional musicians and producers 
who populate SoundCloud. Peo- 
ple either reach out to her, or 
she seeks them out. She has 
worked with British dream pop 
band Yusif, German producer 
Peekaboo, and Dutch producer 
Tev Woods, among others. 

“It’s really organic,” she said. 


“I’m immersed in a social net- 
work of support.” 

Once she finds someone to 
make music with, Press said 
she typically exchanges e- 
mails hammering out a shared 
vision. Then the producer will 
send her a beat, and she will 
record some vocals over it and 
send it back. She and her col- 
laborator will then clean things 
up on either end, trading notes 
until the track is done. 

Her first brush with transat- 
lantic fame came when a Slo- 
vakian record label picked up 
her song “Drifting Dawn” for 
an online compilation album. 
The song took off, garnering 
35,000 downloads, she said. 
That planted the seed for the 
tour she is about to begin. 

“Getting that amount of sup- 
port from a different country 
was amazing,” she said. “It gave 
me the inkling of an idea — 
like, ‘Will I ever meet these 
people?’ ”

She kept working and, as her 
network of distant collaborators 
continued to grow, she began 
compiling a list of people she 
hoped she could one day meet. 
She wasn’t sure if it would ever 
happen, but she threw a Hail 
Mary pass on Kickstarter and, 
to her surprise, scored big. 

“I put my faith into the inter- 
net, and my friends and family,” 
Press said. “Before the Kick- 
starter it was a dream.” 

Press moved from her na- 
tive Portland, Ore. to Williams- 
burg earlier this year. Despite 
her blossoming online work life 
and her upcoming international 
escapades, she came in search 


of a cohesive geographical mu- 
sic scene. 

“I’m hoping to find more 
of my niche here,” she said. “I 
thought I’d enter a big city and 
see where it brings me.” 

Techno Files 

Raspberry Pi is no deli- 
cious pastry — it is a credit-card 
sized computer. The pocket- 
sized device runs an operat- 
ing system, usually some vari- 
ety of Linux, and can turn out 
high-definition video and con- 
trol electronics projects — such 
as light- emitting diode arrays 
or robots. Reverse, a multi- 
disciplinary workspace in Wil- 
liamsburg, is holding a work- 
shop to get artists, developers, 
and teachers started using the 
tiny machines on Sept. 20. 

A Downtown team has been 
named a finalist in the Big Apps 
NYC contest. Emrals is an on- 
line system aimed at making us- 
ers care more about their city. 
The system allows users to report 
problems on their block such as 
graffiti or dog poop.

The app is one of 
20 finalists in the competition, 
which is run by the city’s Eco- 
nomic Development Corpora- 
tion. Top prize is $20,000.

Kids race down 17th St. 
at Slope soapbox derby

It was a race to the bot- 
tom. 

The annual Park Slope 
soapbox derby took over 17th 
Street between Fifth and Sixth 
avenues on Sept. 6, with doz- 
ens of fearless kids hurtling 
down the hill in rattletrap ve- 
hicles of their own design and 
construction. The goal was 
simple, one speed racer ex- 
plained. 

“I just wanted to get down 
the hill as fast as I could,” 
said Park Sloper Nathan 
Onderko, 7. 

About 30 kids showed up 
on Saturday to race their cars, 
which they built in workshops 
with Open Source Gallery, an 
art space on the same block as 
the big race. The contraptions 
came in all shapes and sizes, 
including a two-wheeled mo- 
torcycle and a rig outfitted 
with a sail and rudder. 

Compared to some of the 
race cars at the derby, Onderko 
kept it simple with a low- 
slung, four-wheeled contrap- 
tion, but the competition was 
inspiring, his mom said. 


“He went pretty utilitar- 
ian this time, but next year 
we might go with more flair,” 
Emily Spilko said. 

A panel of judges scored 
the racers from one to five in 
three categories — design, 
originality, and engineering 
— and, along with a fourth 
category — speed — each 
had a winner. And, of course, 
whoever got to the bottom of 
the hill first won the race. 

The derby was the culmi- 
nation of a series of week-long 
workshops over the summer 
that gave kids the chance to 
design and build their vehi- 
cles. In the workshops, the 
children drew up blueprints 
for their cars and got to pick 
from a “junkyard,” a pile of 
recycled materials and wheels. 
A crew of teenagers oversaw 
production of the cars, but the 
bulk of the work fell to the stu- 
dents, an organizer said. 

“Obviously some of them 
need help, but we try to make 
sure that they have their hand 
on every screw that goes in,” 
gallery co -founder Monika 
Wuhrer said.

Parks big: Sorry for fence snafu 

Red Hookers incensed about overnight surprise at Valentino Park

The parks department is 
playing defense after it cor- 
doned off the waterfront sec- 
tion of a Red Hook Park in the 
dog days of summer without 
advance notice.

Would-be park-goers were al- 
ready smarting from the ongo- 
ing closure, begun this spring, 
of nearby Coffey Park to allow 
for a $2.3 million facelift. 

The appearance of the lat- 
est set of barricades set the 
phones at the office of Coun- 
cilman Carlos Menchaca (D- 
Red Hook) ringing off the 
hook, he said. 

“We got a lot of frantic 
calls,” said Menchaca, who set 
up the meeting with Jeffrey. “I 
want to make it very clear that 
we’re going to make sure this 
doesn’t happen again.” 

The fences in Valentino 
Park are part of an upgrade 
that will rehab a sea-battered 
retaining wall, replace derelict 
crushed-stone pathways with 
asphalt, and improve drain- 
age in the park, according to 
the parks department. Jeffrey 


said at the meeting that the 
repairs would cost just less 
than $100,000, but a spokes- 
woman for the department 
could not confirm the exact 
cost on Friday. 

Despite his contrition, 
the neighbors who showed 
up Thursday weren’t ready 
to forgive just yet, and spent 
more than an hour lambast- 
ing the commissioner. 

“It is embarrassing that 
Parks would not notify any 
community leaders or even 
the community board,” said 
Victoria Hagman, a member 
of Community Board 6 and a 
neighborhood activist. “You 
need to be more accountable 
to the community.” 

The project could take as 
little as a month to complete, 
but won’t start till fall sets in, 
Jeffrey said.

Simon wins Assembly seat over upstart

So much for that insur- 
gency. 

The race to replace As- 
semblywoman Joan Millman 
(D-Brooklyn Heights) ended 
with a win for her successor 
of choice Jo Anne Simon. 
It was also a victory for the 
Brooklyn Democratic ma- 
chine as Working Families 
Party pick Pete Sikora fell 
1,300 votes short of Simon’s 
5,482 on primary night, with 
97 percent of polls tallied. 
Sikora, a union lobbyist, 
brought a sophisticated cam- 
paign infrastructure to the 
race as well as the support of 
some pols it helped win big 
last year, including Mayor 
DeBlasio, but Simon said the 
old guard of the Democratic 
Party is changing shape to 
adapt to the new political 
landscape. 

“It’s going to be a differ- 
ent game,” Simon said, at her 
victory party in the sports 
bar 200 Fifth in Park Slope, 
amid clinking glasses of beer 
and plates of wings, and be- 
tween the five pages worth 
of names she thanked. 


Among those names was 
Frank Seddio, the party’s 
Brooklyn chairman who 
replaced disgraced former 
Assemblyman Vito Lopez 
when he resigned amid sex- 
ual harassment allegations 
last year. 

“He knows Brooklyn is 
changing,” said Simon about 
Seddio. “He is taking the 
Democratic Party in a dif- 
ferent direction.” 

Seddio was not so con- 
cerned about the appearance 
of propriety on primary day 
that he avoided stumping for 
Canarsie state Senator John 
Sampson, who ran and won 
despite having been indicted 
on corruption charges. 

Simon has served as fe- 
male district leader to Brook- 
lyn Heights, an unpaid but 
influential party position, 
for a decade, and this was 
her second run at elected of- 
fice. She lost a race against 
Greenpoint Councilman 
Steve Levin in 2009. 

As for her foe Sikora, 
this was his first shot at of- 
fice and it came with the 
formidable backing of the 
union-run Working Fami- 
lies Party. But the big push 



was not enough. 

“We ran a really good 
race,” Sikora said after con- 
ceding. “We raised the issues 
we wanted to raise, but just 
came up short.” 

Simon, Sikora, and a third 
candidate, building superin- 
tendant Doug Biviano, par- 
ticipated in a flurry of de- 
bates in the week running 
up to the primary. 

The discussion revealed 
only minor differences in po- 
sition between Simon and 
Sikora on the district’s big- 
gest issues — the closing of 
Long Island College Hospi- 
tal, development in Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park, and the sale 
of the Brooklyn Heights Li-

brary branch — with both 
expressing opposition to 
the existing plans. Bivi- 
ano, meanwhile, focused on 
condemning connections be- 
tween politics and the real 
estate industry. 

Simon and Biviano found 
common ground in attack- 
ing Sikora’s fund-raising 
and campaign spending, 
saying his support came 
largely from unions and 
that by transferring a lump of 
money to the Working Fam- 
ilies Party he obscured what 
it was used for. 

Simon’s backing came 
from more established Dem- 
ocrats, including Millman, 
who is retiring after 17 years 


in office, Sen. Kirsten Gilli- 
brand (D-New York), and 
Congresswomen Nydia Ve- 
lazquez (D-Bushwick). Ve- 
lazquez was on hand for the 
victory party as was Comp- 
troller Scott Stringer, who 
opined that the right per- 
son won. 

“This race was not easy,” 
Stringer said. “Powerful spe- 
cial interests were aligned 
against us,” refering to the 
Sikora’s union support. “But 
at the end of the day the per- 
son that won this race was 
a person who brought a real 
record of reform. Someone 
who was a liberal reformer 
before they invented the word 
‘progressive.’ ” 
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Flatbush shakeup ends a dynasty 

Bichotte triumphs over retiring Assemblywoman's pick for her seat

The upstart has it. 

Rodneyse Bichotte 
clinched the Democratic 
nomination for Flatbush’s 
42nd Assembly District in 
Tuesday night’s primary with 
2,669 votes to foe L. Rickie 
Tulloch’s 1,592, with 96 per- 
cent of the votes counted. 
Tulloch was the pick of outgo- 
ing Assemblywoman Rhoda 
Jacobs who is retiring after 
35 years in office and his de- 
feat at the hands of Bichotte 
is a notch in the belt of the 
ascendant Working Families 
Party, which struggled to gain 
ground elsewhere in Brook- 
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lyn this go-round. Bichotte 
explained her win by saying 
her time has come. 

“This was the year for 
victory. This was the year 
for change. And I’m just ex- 
cited and overwhelmed,” Bi- 
chotte said immediately af- 
ter announcing her victory 
to supporters at Tonel Bar 
and Lounge on Rogers Av- 
enue in Flatbush. 

Bichotte will go on to 
face Republican Matthew 
Williams and Conservative 
Party candidate Brian Kelly 
in the November general elec- 
tion, but her victory over the 
relative unknowns is likely 
imminent in a district that 
has elevated a Democrat to 
office for decades. 

Bichotte’s victory comes 
after the bottom fell out of 
her attempt to unseat long- 
time Assemblywoman Rhoda 
Jacobs in 2012. 

Jacobs, who has held the 
office since 1978, tapped 
Tulloch as her heir after an- 
nouncing she would not seek 
a 19th term earlier this year. 
Tulloch, a two-time Coun- 
cil candidate and Assembly 
hopeful, also got nods from the 
city’s largest municipal work- 
ers and teachers unions. 

But Bichotte nabbed bigger 
endorsements from Mayor Bill 
DeBlasio, Public Advocate 
Letitia James, several labor 
unions, and the experienced 
campaigners at the Working 
Families Party. Duringher vic- 
tory speech, she indicated she 
would reward benefactors for 
their support.

“I can’t wait to sit down 
with The Blaz, local elect- 
eds, and my advisory team,” 
she said. 

“You better listen, 
though,” quipped Council- 
man Jumaane Williams (D- 
Flatbush). 

Bichotte bested her biggest 
opponent in the election on 
the money end. She vastly 
out-fund-raised and outspent 
Tulloch, raking in $189,945 
to her opponent’s $45,314, 
state records show. Bichotte 
spent $30,871 — mostly on 
wages, office space, and 


campaign literature, but 
she bought no airtime for ad- 
vertisements. Out of $9, 465 
Tulloch spent, he dropped the 
most on a $3,000 television 
ad buy in late March, state 
records show. 

The election marks a 
turning point in neighbor- 
hood politics. 

Bichotte is the first Hai- 
tian-American to represent 
the district, which has in- 
cluded a large Caribbean- 
American population since a 
redistricting in the 1980s. 

“This district has been ig- 


nored for a long time,” she 
said. “We’re going to bring 
change.” 

Also-rans Michele Adol- 
phe and Victor Jordan came 
in with 800 and 306 votes re- 
spectively. 

Bichotte comes to the of- 
fice from her role as female 
district leader, an unpaid but 
influential Democratic Party 
position. 

Just 5,400 of 54,000 reg- 
istered Democrats in the dis- 
trict turned out to vote, ac- 
cording to preliminary poll 
results. 


Bushwick pol back in action 

Dilan right at home in neighborhood scene

Machine Bushwick As- 
sembly candidate Erik Di- 
lan bested his challenger 
from the faltering left wing 
of Brooklyn liberal politics 
in Tuesday night’s low-turn- 
out primary election. 

Dilan took 1,903 of the 
votes to Kimberly Coun- 
cil’s 1,277 in the 54th As- 
sembly District race. The 
victory marked Dilan’s re- 
turn to politics after his three 
terms as neighborhood coun- 
cilman ended in 2013. Dilan 
said his name recognition in 
the district helped carry him 
to victory. 

“I have a strong track re- 
cord, and I think that helped,” 
he said at his victory party at 
Macorix, a Dominican res- 
taurant in Cypress Hills. 

Dilan said his first or- 
ders of business would be 
to work on securing afford- 
able housing for the commu- 
nity, as well as equal pay for 
women, immigration reform, 
and crime reduction. 

A constituent on hand 
at the shindig said he ap- 
preciates Dilan’s humble

demeanor. 

“He is not interested in 
taking credit for things he 
does not do,” said Cypress 
Hills resident Bill Leon- 
ardi. 

Councilman Rafael Espi- 
nal (D-Bushwick) is a one- 
time Dilan staffer whose 
just-vacated Assembly seat 
Dilan will now occupy. Pre- 
dictably, he had Dilan’s back 
at the party. 

“I see the passion he has 
to improve the lives of peo- 
ple who live in this district,” 
Espinal said. 

Espinal’s seat has been va- 
cant since the beginning of 
the year when he quit the As- 


sembly to take Dilan’s just- 
vacated Council seat. 

Council’s loss marks a 
second straight defeat for 
the Working Families Party- 
backed candidate, who lost 
alongside Dilan to incum- 
bent Congresswoman Ny- 
dia Velazquez (D-Bush- 
wick) last year. 

Council did not respond 
to requests for comment on 
Wednesday night. 

Dilan was a protege of dis- 
graced former assemblyman 
and Brooklyn Democratic 
boss Vito Lopez, who en- 
couraged him to run against 
Velazaquez. And his roots in 
borough politics go deeper 
still to his father, state Sen. 
Martin Dilan, who secured 
the Democratic nomination 
for a third term represent- 
ing Bushwick in Tuesday’s 
primary. 

The younger Dilan has, 
in the past, come out in fa- 
vor of police oversight and as 
a councilman voted against 
allowing bicycle commut- 
ers to take their bikes into 
buildings. 

Council is a Baptist minis- 
ter and reference librarian at 


a Wall Street law firm. 

Both candidates ran on an 
anti-gentrification message, 
a prudent tactic in the neigh- 
borhood with the second- 
most rapidly rising rent in 
Brooklyn, according to real 
estate industry data. 

The union-backed Work- 
ing Families Party made big 
gains in 2013’s election with 
upset wins by many of its 
Council candidates and in the 
mayoral and public advocate 
races, but its formidable can- 
vassing apparatus was not 
enough to bring some con- 
tenders in its midterm elec- 
tion slate ahead of the old- 
guard Democratic machine. 
In addition to the 54th As- 
sembly District, the party 
suffered setbacks in Canar- 
sie’s 19th state Senate Dis- 
trict, where its Dell Smi- 
therman lost to incumbent 
John Sampson despite Samp- 
son’s looming corruption in- 
dictment. Its endorsees also 
lost in Park Slope’s 20th state 
Senate District and Brook- 
lyn Heights’ 52nd Assem- 
bly District, but it did score 
big in Flatbush with a win 
by Rodneyse Bichotte over 
outgoing Assemblywoman 
Rhoda Jacobs’ pickL.

Beep Adams crowns himself 'kingmaker in Brooklyn'

Borough President Adams’ 
handpicked successor to his 
Park Slope state Senate seat 
crushed his opponent in the 
Democratic primary on Tues- 
day night in a breakaway win 
that surprised observers. 

Jesse Hamilton garnered 
9,090 votes in the race for 
the 20th state Senate District, 
more than double that of his 
rival Rubain Dorancy, with 
95 percent of the votes tal- 
lied. And boy was Hamilton 
excited as he assessed his rise 
and rattled off his goals. 

“We kicked ass and we are 
taking numbers now,” said 
Hamilton at his victory party 
at the Park Slope restaurant 
Woodland. “I’m going to be 
the senator for unions. I’m 
going to be the senator for 
raising the minimum wage. 
I’m going to be the senator 
for affordable housing. I’m 
going to be the senator for 
the people!” 

The race for the seat Ad- 
ams vacated pitted Hamil- 
ton — a longtime commu- 
nity organizer and attorney 
with the finance department 
— against Rubain Dorancy, 
an administrator in the De- 
partment of Education who 
commentators said was a 
stand-in for the ambitions 


of Rep. Hakeem Jeffries 
(D-Fort Greene), making 
the campaign a proxy bat- 
tle between Adams and Jef- 
fries. 

Before election night, Ad- 
ams was quick to dismiss any 
notion of a rivalry with Jef- 
fries, saying the two had 
a strong history of work- 
ing together and remained 
close friends. But on Tues- 
day night, Adams, Hamilton, 
and his supporters were sing- 
ing a different tune. 


“We didn’t win by one, 
or two, or three points, we 
kicked their ass!” Adams 
shouted at the victory shin- 
dig. “We showed them who 
the real kingmaker in Brook- 
lyn is.” 

The outcome dashed the 
prediction of veteran polit- 
ical strategist Hank Shei- 
nkopf, who said Dorancy’s 
support from Jeffries made 
him a favorite. 

As for that proxy battle, 
every speaker who took the 


mic to congratulate Hamil- 
ton first paid respects to Ad- 
ams and congratulated him 
on the victory. 

In addition to Jeffries, 
Dorancy had the backing of 
Mayor DeBlasio, Reps. Nydia 
Velazquez (D-Bushwick) and 
Yvette Clarke (D-Flatbush), 
and Councilman Jumaane 
Williams (D-Flatbush). On 
top of Adams, Hamilton 
was backed by more than 
| 20 unions, as well as Coun- 
<5 oilman Brad Lander (D-Park 
| Slope) and Councilman Steve 
| Levin (D-Greenpoint). De- 
*5, spite Dorancy’s years spent 
o working as a teacher and 
| involved in education advo- 
cacy, Hamilton received the 
backing of teachers unions 
thanks to his strident anti- 
charter school stance. 

Hamilton has a long re- 
sume of minor positions in 
local politics, most recently 
an eight-year stint as male dis- 
trict leader for the 43rd As- 
sembly District, an unpaid 
but influential Democratic 
Party position. 

Dorancy did not respond 
to requests for comment on 
Tuesday night. 

With the primary behind 
him, Hamilton is expected 
to cruise to victory in No- 
vember with no challenger 
in his way. 


W’burg upstart a new leader

Race to the Rizzo! 

Nick Rizzo, Williams- 
burg’s outsider candidate

Rizzo said that he wants to 


move beyond talking about his 
personal aesthetic and serve 
everybody in the area.

Rizzo ran a sophisticated 
campaign with canvassers sta- 
tioned outside subway stations 
and poll watchers taking exit 
polls on primary day.

Gym rat bit, whipped in attack 

'Rambling' woman jumps D'town fitness buff leaving health club

Police arrested a woman 
who witnesses say attacked a 
fitness buff with a cellphone 
charger at random as the gym 
rat was leaving her Down- 
town health club on Monday 
morning around 9 am. 

Sharri Mendez, inset, 
was down the street from 
the gym on Duffield Street 
between Willoughby and 
Fulton streets when the 
suspect, walking down the 
sidewalk in the opposite di- 
rection, whipped her in the 
neck with the charger with- 
out warning, Mendez and 


witnesses said. 

Debra West, another gym- 
goer, was headed to the fit- 
ness center when the attack 
occurred and called 911, she 
said. Mendez fought back 
and the suspect was yell- 
ing nonsensically as the two 
duked it out, West said. 

“She was rambling like 
she was on drugs,” she 
said. 

The suspect bit Mendez 
on the forearm and had her 
own shirt torn wide open 
down the front in the knock- 
down, drag-out fight that 
ensued, according to wit- 
nesses and the victim. Even- 




West offered some part- 
ing advice. 

“See you tomorrow,” she 
said to Mendez. “But bring 
a bat.” 

Cuffed in the back of a pa- 
trol car, the suspect lashed 
out at officers with school- 
yard insults. 

“You doo-doo-eyes b — ! 
You doo-doo-faced b — !” 
she yelled, repeatedly. 

Police put leg shackles on 
the woman and dressed her 
in a hooded sweatshirt be- 
fore transferring her to an 
FDNY ambulance.

Wallets thefts

Spree just targeted women

Shoppers beware.

A Greenpoint bar owner is 
getting his college Van Halen 
tribute band back together for a rare 
show on Sept. 13.

Shoe-seum 



Shoes. Shoes. Shoes. Oh my god, shoes! 

“Killer Heels: The Art of the High-Heeled 
Shoe,” an exhibition that kicked off Sept. 10 at 
the Brooklyn Museum, showcases stellar shoes 
with centuries of cachet — from 16th-century 
platforms to modern designer pieces. The well- 
heeled collection demonstrates that high-heels 
have been on point for centuries, according to 
the show’s curator. 

“It is kind of like what goes around comes 
around,” said Lisa Small, who was also the co- 
ordinating curator for “The Fashion World of 
Jean Paul Gaultier” at the museum last year. 

Fanciful footwear in the exhibit includes a 
pair of Nicholas Kirkwood pumps covered in 
Swarovski crystals and some bright red, full-leg 
calfskin high-heeled boots by Christian Loubou- 
tin. Many of the pieces are wearable, but artistic 
intent and aesthetics are more important than 
functionality in this exhibit, Small said. 

For example, one pair of shoes on display is 
an artistic endeavor inspired by the Fukushima 
nuclear disaster, designed so that seeds sprinkle 
out of the bottom as the wearer walks. The idea 
is that every step leaves life where radiation 
was, and every footprint helps sow the seeds 
of the next generation, explained Small. 

“It really takes the idea of what a high heel 
is — and what it can do,” she said. 

The range of kicks on display should sat- 
isfy the soles of history buffs, art lovers, and 
shoe connoisseurs alike, said Small. 

“There is something for everyone,” she said.

Downtown shooting! 

Photo project documents the neighborhood’s change

T his work cannot be con- 
tained! 

A group of photog- 
raphers that has been docu- 
menting the changing land- 
scape of Downtown over the 
last four years will show a 
selection of its work at Pho- 
toville, the annual shipping 
container exhibition that 
runs from Sept. 18-28 at 
Brooklyn Bridge Park. The 
project’s founder said he is 
excited to exhibit the snap- 
shots so close to their source 
material. 

“It feels very appropriate 
to show it here,” said Jason 
Wurm, whose group has 
posted some 1,500 images 
of Downtown to its blog. “It’s 
good to slow down and distill 
things. But you still want to 
convey a sense of what the 
project is all about.” 

Wurm, who lives in Fort 
Greene and works on the

distant island of Manhat- 
tan, said he got the idea for 
the project during his daily 
commute down Fulton Mall 
to the subway. The changes in 
the neighborhood caught his 
eye, and he decided to start 
photographing the evolving 
face of the area in 2010. 

“I had been noticing how 
rapidly the area was chang- 
ing,” Wurm said. “It seemed 
like a natural thing to start 
documenting it. Not just the 
buildings, but everything in 
the area.” 

In 2013, he recruited fel- 


low shutterbugs Carl Gun- 
house and Matthew Schen- 
ning to the project, which 
they decided to call “An On- 
going Photographic Survey 
of Downtown Brooklyn.” 
The project includes shots 
of people, objects, and busi- 
nesses new and old — a se- 
lection of recent snaps in- 
cludes a dollar van, “going 
out of business” signs on Ful- 
ton Mall, boy scouts in uni- 
form, and an Atlantic Ave- 
nue church. But in an area of 
rapid transformation, Wurm 
said they have a soft spot for 


more storied subjects. 

“We definitely have a cer- 
tain affinity for the old hold- 
outs,” he said. 

The Photoville exhibi- 
tion, organized by United 
Photo Industries, includes 
60 different shipping con- 
tainers each curated as tiny 
separate galleries. There will 
also be another half-dozen 
installations in the area 
around the containers. The 
idea behind the show is that 
the big metal vessels offer 
curators a blank canvas to 
build on, explained one of

the show’s organizers. 

“Everyone starts with 
the same empty box,” said 
Photoville co-founder Sam 
Barzilay. “It’s up to the cu- 
rators to make what they 
will of it.” 

The Downtown photo 
project will get space out- 
side, and consists of a 30-foot 
banner that has about 75 dif- 
ferent images from the mas- 
sive online archive — offer- 
ing a sort of snapshot of the 
ongoing project. The show 
is titled “Works in Progress 
on in Progress Work.”

for a few minutes to create a 
pattern and then lays down 
the paper for a few seconds to 
transfer to the design. 

But Len decided to do it 
a bit differently. He bought 
a large inflatable swimming 
pool into his studio, filled 
it with water, then left it to 
get filthy. Len let ink sit in 
the fetid pool for as long as 
a week to allow it to collect 
items such as hair, bugs, and 
dust, before laying pieces of 
paper on top.

Female emcees play free show at BAM

he beat will drop — but 
the pitch will not.

Football 
coming to 
MCU Park

Score! Brooklyn is get- 
ting its first football team 
in 70 years. 

The Brooklyn Bolts will 
rumble into Coney Island’s 
MCU Park for the Fall Ex- 
perimental Football League’s 
inaugural season this Octo- 
ber. The team is slated to play 
three home games of its six- 
game season at the ballpark. 
With New York City’s two Na- 
tional Football League teams 
playing home games in New 
Jersey, the new league’s com- 
missioner said there is plenty 
of room for a real New York 
team. 

“Brooklyn is very attrac- 
tive to us,” said Brian Woods. 
“It’s an under-served and 
up-and-coming sports mar- 
ket.” 

The league is not affiliated 
with the NFL, but Woods said 
he wants it to become a farm 
program for the gridiron jug-

gernaut. Rules will match the 
national league, and most of 
the players are NFL training 
camp alums who didn’t make 
the cut this season, he said. 

The league is also field- 
ing teams in Boston, Miami, 
and Omaha. 

The Cyclones — itself a 
farm team for the New York 
Mets — will handle market- 
ing, ticket sales, and day-to- 
day operation, according to 
Woods. 

“They understand the de- 
velopmental-league model and 
local marketing,” he said. 

So of course there will be 


wacky theme nights — though 
it is not clear yet what they 
may be, according to Cy- 
clones vice president Steve 
Cohen. 

“The challenge is that it’s 
only three games,” Cohen 
said. “You have to cram a lot 
in a short season, but we want 
to do as much as possible to 
keep fans entertained.” 

The last professional foot- 
ball team to tackle Brook- 
lyn was an early NFL team, 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, who 
also called a baseball sta- 
dium home, sharing Ebbets 
Field with the more famous 


Dodgers from 1936 until 1944. 
Eventually, through a convo- 
luted series of sales, moves, 
and name changes, the foot- 
ball-playing Dodgers be- 
came the Baltimore Colts 
in 1953. 

The Bolts’ name is a ref- 
erence to the Thunderbolt 
roller coaster and continues 
the tradition of christening 
teams for Coney Island thrill- 
rides — plus it is fiercer than 
other names the team kicked 
around, Cohen said. 

“It was a little more intim- 
idating than ‘The Bridge,’ ” 
he said. 


Best seats to see the Bolts?

It’s like putting a square 
peg in a round hole. 

Getting a new minor 
league franchise off the 
ground isn’t easy, but the big- 
gest challenge of bringing a 
developmental football team 
to the home of the Cyclones 
may be fitting a gridiron into 
the baseball diamond. 

“The facility isn’t made 
for a football field, and it’s 
something we’re still work- 
ing on to make sure it’s the 
best layout possible,” said 
Cyclones vice president 
Steve Cohen, who is working 
to bring the Brooklyn Bolts 
to MCU Park this fall. 

The Cyclones partnered 
with the newly formed Fall 
Experimental Football 
League to bring the develop- 
mental team to Brooklyn for 
a six-game season that kicks 
off in October. But football 
fans aren’t going to get their 
customary views in the base- 
ball stadium. 

“We’re not going to have 
around-the -field seating like 
you would in the NFL, but 
a majority of park will have 


good sight lines,” Cohen 
said. 

The gridiron will run 
along the right foul line, 
so most fans will sit be- 
hind the home -plate-side 
end zone, but eight sec- 
tions of the stadium will 
offer seats along the line of 
scrimmage — and sections 
22 and 24 sit at the 50 -yard 


line, a traditionally sought- 
after vantage point. Seats 
in the 14 sections around 
the home-plate end zone 
— the so-called “Rumble 
Level” — will cost $25, 
while seats in the “Light- 
ning Level” near the 50- 
yard line will be $35. 

For budget-conscious 
fans, the right-field 


bleacher section — dubbed 
“The Thunder Storm” — 
will face the corner of the 
outfield-side end zone and 
cost $20. For $100, spe- 
cial “Black and Gold Club” 
tickets will offer Bolts 
boosters a seat in the sta- 
dium, complimentary eats, 
and sideline access near the 
10- and 20 -yard lines. 


New York Methodist 
Hospital provides 
rehabilitation 
options for seniors 


N ew York Methodist 
Hospital’s Acute Re- 
habilitation Unit re- 
cently opened a new physical 
therapy gymnasium. With a 
west-facing wall of windows 
overlooking Park Slope, the 
bright and modern gym is 
large enough to accommo- 
date several new pieces of 
advanced therapeutic equip- 
ment, including two robotic 
orthosis devices that auto- 
mate locomotion of the arms 
and legs. These two machines 
provide robotic-assisted re- 
habilitation, which allows 
patients to repeat specific 
movements at a high level of 
accuracy. 

New York Methodist Hos- 
pital is the first hospital in 
Brooklyn and one of the first 
in the country to acquire 
these devices. 

These machines are espe- 
cially useful in the rehabili- 
tation of patients with gait 
and upper extremity disor- 
ders, often caused by ortho- 
pedic injuries or neurological 
disorders. The computerized 
robots, which are manned by 
the trained physical thera- 
pists at NYM, not only con- 
trol the speed and level of 
difficulty, but monitors how 
much effort the patient is 
making, providing constant 
feedback and personalized 


assessment. 

The therapy exercises in- 
clude computerized games 
and activities to improve co- 
ordination and functional 
ability, and are designed to 
provide patients with the spe- 


cific skills needed to reach 
the highest level of indepen- 
dence in daily activities. 

“These technological ad- 
vances help our physical 
therapists refine the way that 
they work with patients cop- 
ing with neurologic or ortho- 
pedic conditions, allowing 
individuals to overcome phys- 
ical obstacles that would oth- 
erwise hinder their quality of 
life,” said Dr. Mona Elkomos- 
Botros, chief of rehabilita- 
tion medicine at NYM. 

While people may assume 
the phrase “physical ther- 
apy” applies only to recovery 
from physical injury — a torn 
rotator cuff, knee replace- 
ment surgery, a broken bone, 
it is employed just as often in 
helping senior patients liv- 
ing with, or recovering from, 
neurological events or disor- 
ders that affect movement. 

These disorders may in- 


clude Parkinson’s disease, 
stroke, multiple sclerosis, or 
other neurologic conditions 
that impact a patient’s qual- 
ity of life. 

Rehabilitation experts at 
New York Methodist Hospital 


(NYM) work to help patients 
recover from both orthopedic 
and neurologic conditions. 
The team of specially trained 
professionals includes physi- 
atrists, physician assistants, 
physical therapists, occupa- 
tional therapists, speech-lan- 
guage pathologists and reha- 
bilitation nurses 

“At our hospital, we al- 
ways say that the patient is 
the most important member 
of the rehabilitation team. 
We take a comprehensive 
and collaborative approach 
to treatment, and work to- 
gether to enable our patients 
to achieve independence in 
their activities of daily liv- 
ing,” Dr. Botros said.

Luxury complex seeks colonists 


Tone-deaf marketing campaign solicits 'settlers' for Bushwick

An upscale Bushwick 
apartment building called 
Colony 1209 invites “set- 
tlers” to treat the neighbor- 
hood that it calls “Brooklyn’s 
new frontier” like urban pi- 
oneers. 

Neighbors say the lan- 
guage used on the develop- 
ment’s website, which in- 
vites would-be residents to 
try “homesteading, Bush- 
wick style,” is racist and of- 
fensive, and is the last thing 
that neighborhood newcom- 
ers should aspire to. 

“What are they think- 
ing?” said Madeline True- 
man, who moved around the 
corner from the pricey apart- 
ment compound on DeKalb 
Avenue between Bushwick 
and Evergreen avenues last 
year. “No one with any eth- 
ics or understanding of his- 
tory would live in a place 
like that.” 

The boxy blue-and-grey 
complex spans nearly a block. 
Its website promises would- 
be Bushwick conquistadors 
a fertile wilderness with all 
the comforts of home, in- 
cluding “an art-filled lobby 
and attentive doorman,” not 
to mention a vibrant social 
scene consisting exclusively 
of fellow explorers. 

“Here in bohemian Bush- 
wick, Brooklyn, you’ll find a 
group of like-minded settlers, 
mixing the customs of their 
original homeland with those 
of one ofN YC’s most historic 
neighborhoods to create art, 
community, and a new life- 
style,” the site says. 

Also on offer is a gym, a 
“lush courtyard,” a roof deck

and a billiards lounge. One 
other advertised amenity 
could be intended for imagi- 
native former Williamsburg 
residents yearning to be back 
near the East River, claim- 
ing that as a Bushwick col- 
onist “Manhattan is your 
backdrop.” 

Realtor aptsandlofts. 
com is renting out units in 
the place, where a two -bed- 
room can run as costly as 
$3,467 a month, according 
to online listings. The build- 
ing’s public relations team did 
not return repeated calls for 

comment. Colony1209 on DeKalb Avenue is not shy about its purpose of colonizing Bushwick 

The colonialist language 
used in Colony 1209’s pro- 
motional materials recall 
what famed Brooklyn son 
and filmmaker Spike Lee 
called “Christopher Colum- 
bus Syndrome” in his famed 
anti-gentrification tirade this 
February. 

“You can’t discover this. 

We’ve been here,” he told a 
packed Pratt Institute audi- 
torium back then. 

Bushwick has the second- 
most rapidly rising rents of 
any Brooklyn neighbor- 
hood, having seen an 11.3 
percent increase in average 
rent since last year, according 
to industry data. The aver- 
age Bushwick two -bedroom 
now costs $2,372 a month, up 
from $2,121 last summer, ac- 
cording to the MNS Brooklyn 
Rental Market Report. 

As far as the racial makeup 
of the neighborhood goes, 
two of the 25 zip codes with 
the fastest growth in white 
population from 2000 to 2010 
nationwide include the pre- 
dominately Latino Bushwick, 
according to an analysis.

Hotel, artists feud and giant bedbugs come into play

Do not disturb. 

That is the mutual message 
of a contract reached this week 
by the Gowanus Arts Build- 
ing, an artist cooperative, and 
management of the Fairfield 
Inn and Suites by Marriott 
chain hotel next door, who 
have been feuding for more 
than two years in a dispute that 
has prompted a campaign by 
the artists for a boycott of the 
guest house and a battle over 
a proposed bedbug-themed 
mural that the hotel argued 
was aimed at scaring off cus- 
tomers. The new agreement 
will end the boycott in return 
for a $25,000 dance scholar- 
ship donation. 

“The spirit of the settle- 
ment is that we are going to 
have a collaborative effort 
going forward,” said Marc 
Freud, of Troutbrook Com- 
pany, the firm that devel- 
oped the hotel at 181 Third 
Ave. between Douglass and 
Butler Streets and owns the 
building. “We are trying to 
weave into the fabric of the 
community.” 


The scholarship money 
will go towards classes at 
Spoke the Hub, a dance stu- 
dio in the art building. The 
settlement, when signed, will 
swear the involved parties to 
a confidentiality agreement, 
meaning they can no longer 
talk smack on each other, ac- 
cording to both sides. Fortu- 
nately, we spoke to both Freud 
and Elise Long, founder of 
the Arts Building and Spoke 
the Hub, mid-week before the 


signing, which she and Freud 
said they expected to final- 
ize later in the week. 

The peace treaty comes 
after years of acrimony 
with three main sources: a 
wall of the Art Building al- 
legedly damaged during hotel 
construction, an aborted mu- 
ral project on the wall of the 
Art Building, and complaints 
from the hotel that artists were 
upsetting guests with late- 
night drum circles. The de- 


mand for peace and quiet from 
the new neighbor angered the 
Arts Building, where people 
were quick to point out that 
the drums long predated the 
arrival of the hotel in the in- 
dustrial area. 

“They’re been drumming 
there for years,” Long said. 

Before the Fairfield Inn 
opened, construction work 
on the hotel severely cracked 
a wall of the arts compound, 
artists there claim. Then, in

2013 Groundswell, an arts or- 
ganization that enlists teens 
to paint socially conscious 
murals around the city, ap- 
proached Long about painting 
a mural on the Arts Building’s 
wall, which now overlooks 
the Fairfield Inn parking lot. 
The organizations initially got 
the company’s stamp of ap- 
proval, according to mem- 
bers of Groundswell and the 
Arts Building. But in order for 
Groundswell to get the mu- 
ral done, Long had to get the 
cracked wall fixed in time, 
so with Troutbrook’s assur- 
ance of reimbursement, she 
spent $25,000 on the repairs, 
she said. 

At the 1 1th hour however, 


Freud nixed his support of 
the mural, disagreeing with 
the design and complaining 
that the required mobile scaf- 
folding would take up needed 
parking spots during work 
hours, according to mem- 
bers of Groundswell and the 
Arts Building. Groundswell 
found a new location for its 
mural, but the Arts Building 
was left high and dry, the two 
groups say. 

“All along the way, Marc 
Freud was rude and disre- 
spectful,” said Amy San- 
anman, founder and execu- 
tive director of Groundswell. 
“Elise lost the project and was 
stuck with the bill for fixing 
her wall.” 


Shortly after the mural 
snafu, Long said one of her 
tenants in the Arts Building, 
who had held regular drum 
circles for years, received a 
letter from the hotel saying 
guests were complaining 
about the noise, according 
to the arts maven. Enough 
was enough for Long, and 
she decided to ramp up her 
campaign against the hotel 
with a combative mural to re- 
place the Groundswell piece 
that fell through, she said. The 
design she and her comrades 
settled on depicted giant bed- 
bugs crawling up the walls of 
the Arts Building, accompa- 
nied by gianttext asking, “Got 
bed bugs?” In response, the 


hotel sent a strongly-worded 
cease-and-desist letter threat- 
ening legal action for what it 
considered to be a libelous 
suggestion that it was deal- 
ing with an infestation. 

Not so, said Long, arguing 
that the artists wanted to push 
the envelope with the piece 
but that there was room for 
other interpretations. 

“We wanted to come up 
with the grittiest, edgiest 
Gowanus artwork we could,” 
Long said. “But we never sug- 
gested they actually had bed- 
bugs.” 

Freud wouldn’t say whether 
Troutbrook will take respon- 
sibility for the wall damage.

I think I know better than 
to make my stresses my 
children’s, I swear.
